Berlin Statement Admits 

a Wide Retreat, But 
Claims Retirement Is 
Being Carried Out as 
Usual “According to 
Plan.” 


With the American Army on the 
Sedan Front, November 7.~(By the 
Associated Press.)—It was contin- 
gents of the noted Rainbow division 
and of the first division that made 
the final whirlwind dash into Sedan. 

Washington, November 7.—Gener- 
al Pershing in his communique for 
tonight reports that the first army 
continued its offensive east of the 
Méuse today, the fifth division and 
national guard troops from Wiscon- 
sin and Michigan taking the heights 
overlooking Brandeville and other 
ground after hard fighting against 
a desperately resisting enemy. 

The famous, Rainbow division and 
the first (regular) division seized 
the heights south and southeast of 
Sedan and the suburbs of that city 
west of the Meuse,, the statement 
said. It added that the entire re- 
gion between th Meuse and the Bar 
rivers has now been liberated by the 
first army in close co-operation 
with the French fourth army. 

The guns of all calibers captured 
by the American first army since 
November 1, now exceed 250, while 
a partial count of captured muni- 
tions and material shows more than 
2,000 machine guns, over 5,000 rifles, 
75 trench mortars and many anti- 
tank guns. 


AMERICANS ENTER 
HISTORIC CITY. _ 


Washington, November 7.—Amer- 
jcans entered the historic French 
city of Sedan at 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, General Pershing re- 
ported in his communique for this 
morning. All that portion of the 
city west of the River Meuse was 
occupied. 

All that portion of the city east of 
the Meuse was reported filled with 
the retreating enemy, who not only 
blew up all bridges, but flooded the 
walley of the river. The statement 
foHows: 

‘Headquarters American Expedi- 
tionary Forees, November 
(Morning.)—At 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, advanced troops of the 
first American troops that took part 
of the city of Sedan, which lies on 
the west bank of the Meuse. 

“The bridge leading across the 
Meuse into the remainder of the 
city, which is filled with the re- 
treating enemy, has been destroyed 
and the valley of the river flooded; 
the railroad bridges have also been 
destroyed. The enemy's principal 
lateral line of communication be- 
tween the fortress of Metz and his 
troops in northern France and Bel- 
gium is, by the success of the Amer- 
ican army, no longer open to him. 

“All French territory west of the 
Meuse within the zone of action of 
the American army has now been 
cleared of the enemy by the gallant 
and dashing advance of our troops. 

“Since Nuvember 1, we have ad- 
vanced 40 kilometers, broken down 
all enemy resistance, freed 700

“square kilometers of France, liber- 


ated 2,000 civilians, who joyfully 
hailed our soldiers as deliverers; 
captured nearly 6,000 prisoners, in- 
cluding an unusually large propor- 
tion of officers, and great quanti- 
ties of arms, munitions, stores and 
supplies.”’ 

Paris, November 7.—With ever in- 
creasing speed the French troops 
are forcing the Germans back north 
of the Aisne and on all the rest of 
the front Which the french are 
fighting over, according to the war 
office announcement tonight. An 
advance of 10 miles has been made 
at certain points since yesterday. 

The statement reads: 

“Our troops continued without 
cessation their pursuit of the en- 
emy during the day. On our left 
we crossed and.went far beyond the 
road between Vervins and Avesnes, 
north of La Capelle.

New York, November 7.—False re- 
ports that Germany had accepted 
| the terms of the armistice and that 
fighting had ended threw the coun- 
try into a delirium today and turned 
out to be the greatest hoax of recent 
years, 

Official assurances that the re- 
port was false failed to check the 
almost riotous demonstrations which 
swépt over many American cities 
and millions of Americans will not 
know they were fooled until they 
read the morning papers. 

A dispatch cabled from France to 
the United Press and picked up and 
circulated through the country by 
another news agency declared the 
armistice signed at 11 o'clock this 
morning and fighting ended at 2 
o’clock this afternoon. 

Official dispatches from France to 
the state department at Washing- 
ton tesify that the German commis- 
sioners were not even to meet Mar- 
shal Foch until 5 o’clock this after- 
noon, and dispatches received to- 
night from the American army on 
the Sedan front show that at 6:30 
p. m. the troops still were advanc- 
ing. 

After cabling to France and re- 
ceiving an official reply, Secretary 
Lansing, from the state department 
in Washington, issued this state- 
ment; 

“The report that the armistice 
with Germany had been signed 
not true. When it reached the de- 
partment of state this morning an 
inquiry was at once dispatched to 
Paris. At 2:04 o'clock this afternoon 
a telegram, in reply to that of the 
department, was received from Paris. 
It stated that the armistice had not 
yet been signed and that the Ger- 
man representatives would not meet 
Marshal Foch until p.m., Paris 
time, or 12 noon,.Washington time.” 

Hysteria Ruled. 

None of these unfounded reports, 
of course, was received or distribut- 
ed by The Associated Press, which, 
on the contrary, was able by investi- 
gation conducted through official 
channels to establish that the story 
was a hoax, 

Thé false report, however, was not 
easily overtaken by the truth and 
as it spread through the country it 
gathered momentum until demon- 
strations approaching hysteria ruled 
in many cities. Business was sus- 
pended, schools were closed, bells 
were rung, whistles shrieked, pray- 
ers were offered in churches, parad- 
ing citizens jammed the streets and 
the scenes usually attendant on New 
Year’s eve and election night were 
intensified. 

The New York Stock Exchange, 
as well as the curb marKet, were 
closed at 2:30 p. m., after a hurried 


meeting of the governors. A market 
which at first appeared to be unre- 
sponsive suddenly déPeloped activity 
which shot up some of the so-called 
peace stocks from 2 to 12 points. 
Exchanges in other cities were simi- 
larly affected.

London, November 7.—The entire 
German navy and a great part of 
Schleswig is im the hands of the 
revolutionists, according to reports 
received in Copenhagen from Kiel 
and transmitted by the Exchange 
Telegraph company. 

A strike of dock workers at Ham- 
burg, involving 10,000 men, is 
reported by the Exchange Tele- 
graph correspondent at Amsterdam. 

Washington, November 7.—An of- 
ficial dispatch reeeived here today 
quotes the Frankfort Zeitung as 
saying rioting in Kiel began Mast 
Sunday after a meeting at which in- 
dependent Socialists spoke. Later, 
sailors from the fleet and workmen 
from the Kiel arsenal joined in an 
effort to deliver by force the sailors 
of the third German squadron who 
had been imprisoned for refusing to 
obey orders. There were several en- 
counters with the police in which 
three persons were killed and twen- 
ty-nine wounded. 

The newspaper says a crowd of 
sailors and workmen moved through 
the town and calling upon all sail- 
ors and workmen in the saloons and 
coffee houses on the way to join 
them. Military patrols in the town 
were disarmed and it was indicated 
that the governor of Kiel, ta _ prevent 
further bloodshed, received delegates 
from the crowd and ordered the re- 
lease of the sailors. 

A dispatch from Kiel to the Frank- 
fort Zeitung is given as follows: 

“In the afternoon two long cor- 
teges, at the head of which were the 
released sailors of the third squad- 
ron, walked through the town and 
red flags were unfurled. The crowd 
then went to the railway station to 
meet State Secretary Haussmann 
and Deputy Noske, who had been 
sent to Kiel by the government.” 


OUTRAGES TAKING 
PLACE AT HAMBURG. 


London, November 7.—The Wolffe 
Bureau of Berlin announces that 
all work has been stopped at Ham- 
burg owing to a strike and that 
undisciplined acts and outrages have 
taken place. The news agency re- 
ports similar occurrences from Lue- 
beck.

New York, November 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)——The present German retreat 
is one more of those wide swing- 
ing withdrawals which follows the 
collapse of an organized system of 
defenses. In the past four years 
the German has organized a series 
of these defenses, beginning with 
the Hindeburg line. This first po- 
sition was broken in the fighting 
between September 16 and October 
12. The German fell back then to 
the line of Scheldt, and its co-ordi- 
nating details stretching behind the 
Oise, the Serre and the Aisne to the 
high ground north of Verdun, be- 
tween the Aisne and the Meuse, 

Back to Final Line. 

Today he is drawing back to his 
final line of defenses, Between 
Metz and Mezieres, north of Me- 
zeires and west of his last line be- 
hind the Meuse, through Namur 
and Liege, to the Dutch frontier, 
he has sttit several intermediité fio- 
sitions.

Will Not Be Needed as 
War Measure as Soon 
as Armistice Is Signed, 
Say Resolutions Passed 
at Meeting of Cotton 
States Advisory Board. 


At the conclusion of the afternoon 
session of the Cotton States Advisory 
Marketing board, which was held at 
the state capitol, Thursday, resolu- 
tions to the effect that the War In- 
dustries board would no longer be 
needed as a war measure &as soon as 
the armistice, now pending, is con- 
cluded, and that the board should be 
abolished immediately at the conclu- 
sion of hostilities, were passed 
unanimously. 

Formal resolutions, drawn up and 
presented by a committee named at 
the morning session, and urging the 
farmers of the south to unite with 
the merchants, bankers and business 
men generally for the purpose of 
withholding from sale all cotton un- 
til a price can be obtained to cover 
the cost of production and provide 
a reasonable profit, were also adopt- 
ed. These resolutions also urge that 
when auch a price is obtainable cot- 
ton only be sold to meet pressing 
obligations and whenever pogsible 
money be borrowed to meet these 
The federal re- 
gerve banks are also asked to be as 
liberal as possible in rediscounting 
notes secured by cotton. 

Reduction of cotton acreage and 
substitution of food crops was also 
recommended and the _ resolutions 
conclude with a request that author- 
ities and agenvies in each state be 
charged with the duty of organizing 
county and schoo! districts for the 
purpose of carrying out the action 
embodied in the resolutions,

Washington, November 7.—Fixing 
of prices of raw cotton is unneces- 
sary and impracticable President 
Wilson will be told by the cotton in- 
vestigating committee of the war tin- 
dustries board. This announcement, 
was made tonight by Dr. Thomas W. 
Page, chairman of the committee. 

The committee’s conclusion, Dr. 
Page said, was based on the fact 
that there is no prospective short- 
age of cotton and the belief that 
the cotton distribution committee 
can secure a proportionate market- 
ing of the lower as well as the high- 
er grades of cotton more effectively 
by other methods. Continuance of 
the work of this committee is rec- 
ommended. 

Dr. Page's statement was said to 
embody the essential points of the 
report which the committee will 
present soon to the president. It 
sair that there would be no way of 
enforcing a fixed . price except 
through “the readiness of the gov- 
ernment to purchase,” the entire 
cotton crop. . 

This, the statement continued, 
would involve the closing of cotton 
exchanges, while merchants, bank- 
ers and other intermediaries would 
be seriously affected and many prob- 
ably put entirely out of business. 
The estabHshment at great cost ofa 
government system of inspection 
and certifieation also would be nec- 
essary, it was said, if price-fixing 
were undertaken.

GOES WILD. 


For a time the citizens’ commit- 
tees, which had planned demonstra- 
tions in anticipation of peace within 
a few days, held their balance and 
announced their determination to 


await an official announcement, But’ 


excitement on the streets rose to 
hysteria, crowds assembled before 
the white house and government de- 
partments and soon the committees 
were as wild as anybody else, and 
the demonstration was under way. 
Floats and banners were paraded 
on Pennsylvania ayenue and other 
broad thoroughfares, bands played 
and banners were hoisted. 

Before the white house a cheer- 
ing mob surged before the gates 
calling for “Wilson.” The president 
left the lunch table to see what it 
was all about and his appearance 
on the veranda was the signal for 
an outburst that made the yelling 
of a minute before seem tame. In 
response to shouts the _ president 
waved his napkin and smiled, but 
he quickly disappeared within the 
white house doors, apparently real- 
izing that his presence was lending 
weight to a report of a momentous 
happening of which the government 
had no confirmation. 

This was. before Secretary Lan- 
sing’s first statement had appeared. 
Nearly two hours before—at 11 a, m. 
—Mr. Lansing upon learning that 
the cable censors had reported on 
an unofficial dispatch saying the ar- 
mistice was signed, had put a cable- 
gram through on the state depart- 
ment’s special wire to Paris asking 
for a statement of the facts, 


PARIS SAYS 
REPORT UNTRUE. 


Just at 2:04 o’clock the reply came 
back that the report was untrue; 
that the Germans would not be re- 
ceived by Marshal Foch until six 
hours after the time the erroneous 
dispatch had given for the signing 
of the armistice. 

Nevertheless, all throughout the 
afternoon Washington continued to 
celebrate. The government depart- 
ments joined in the panic, how no- 
body seems to know. Some chief

QUESTION OF 
STOPPING BATTLES. 


Upon the question of whether the 
German delegation is empowered to 
act without communication with 
Berlin regardless of what demands 
are made in the terms offered by 
Marshal Foeh depends whether an 
immediate cessation of hostilities 
may be in sight. 

Marshal Foch, of course, is fully 
empowered to act for the entente 
allies and America, for the supreme 
war council at Versailles already 
has laid down the terms and no 
changes are to be tolerated, It has 
been assumed, based on the usual 
praetice of negotiators in agreeing 
upon an armistice, that the Ger- 
mans also are fully empowered ‘to 
sign for their government. That 
was the case with the Bulgarian 
commissioners who were sent down 
from Bucharest to meet the French 
and British military and naval com- 
manders. And while the Austro- 
Hiungarian government nominally 
approved the terms of the armi- 
stice, which the Italian commander, 
General Diaz dietated, it was Gen- 
eral Bender, the Austrian comman- 
der in the field, who really acted. 


MAY WANT WORD 
FROM BERLIN. 


It is regarded as entirely possi- 
ble, however, that since the German 
delegates did not know the terms 


of the armistice until they actually ij 
met Marshal Foeh, they might have ' 


Planned to await at least a per- 
functory word from Berlin closing 
the negotiations. With military tel- 
egraphs and wireless at their dis- 
posal littlke time would be consumed 
in this reference. Germans, cf 
course, want no delay in stopping 
the American and allied advance, 
in view of the tremendous pressure 
upon the government by the popu- 
lace and by the mutinous soldiers 
and sailors of the North sea forge 
and of the panic-stricken Bavariahs, 
who are desperately anxious to 
avert an invasion of their country 
from the south. 

That the fears of the Bavarians 
are not without foundation is made 
evident by the rapid mobilization of 
the Czecho-Slovaks of Bohemia with 
the reposted purpose of attacking 
Germany through the Austrian 
Tyrol. According to French cable 
advices today the Bavarian premier 
has: threatened to order the Bava- 
rian troops at the front to return 
home to meet this menace from the 
south, unless an armistice is at once 
concluded, 


PUT RESPONSIBILITY 
ON THE REICHSTAG. 


There is reason to believe that in 
a despairing hope of retaining some 
shadow of control over the future 
government of Germany, no matter 
what form that may take, the kaiser 
and the military leaders will insist 
that the reichstag, representing the 
German people, assumes a full share 
of responsibility for the humiliating 
armistice and peace terms which 
must be accepted. For this reason 
if for no other the official view here 
is that the armistice commissioners 
would go through with the form of 
communicating with their govern- 
ment. 

The inclusion of General Winter- 
feldt and other members of the 
Prussian military class among the 
German envoys attracted attention 
here. There was some doubt as to 
whether this selection was made as 
a last manifestation of defiance or 
whether, on the contrary, the civil

London, Wednesday, November 6. 
Reports that German delegates have 
started from Berlin to meet Marshal 
Foch are considered here as an as- 
surance that fighting will be over 
in a few days. 

This eauses satisfaction every- 
where, but there is no\celebrating 
here and London is as quiet and 
dark as it hag been at any time 
during the past four years. 

The last days of the war have 
been so crowded with enormous 
events that there is no capacity 
left for surprise or sensations. The 
terms of President Wilson’s note to 
Germany dealing with the freedom 
of the seas and compensation to the 
allies, are indorsed by all newspa- 
pers here. 

It is believed Germany knew from 

* terms of the Austrian armistice 
the sort of peace she had to expect 
and that her military and political 
situations give her no alternative 
but to bow. 

No Fresh Divisions. 


News comes from the front that 
the hard pressed German armies 
have no fresh divisions left to 
throw into the battle. They have 
no great reserves of ammunition. 
The German people are demanding 
peace at any price to save whatever 
they may from the wreckage. A 
few junker newspapers are still cry- 
ing for war to the last ditch, but the 
socialists seem to have turned the 
scales decisively in the other direc- 
tion. 

From ae British 
greatest humiliation Germany 
suffer will be in having her fleet 
surrender or pass out of ¢he war 
without one great fight to the death. 
But news from Kiel makes it doubt- 
ful whether the sailors would go 
into battle if the officers decided to 
fight. 

Even the best informed men here 
are unable to arrive at a clear judg- 
ment, from the many conflicting re- 
ports, as to the magnitude of the 
revolt against war among the Ger- 
man people, or how strong is the 
demand for the emperor’s abdica- 
tion. One fact is plain. There never 
was such freedom of speech in Ger- 
many as today. 

Trying to Piaee Blame, 


Diplomats and soldiers are each 
trying to place the blame for their 
country’s downfall on the other. 
Placards have blossomed in Berlin 
Saying the emperor and the crown 
prince must go. Correspondents are 
permitted to telegraph from Berlin 
that the vacillating character of the 
emperor is responsible for most of 
the nation’s misfortunes. 

Discussion here centers about the 
peace conferences, where it will be 
held and what program will be fol- 
lowed. One of its most urgent 
probiems will be to arrange food 
supplies for starving Europe. It is 
assumed that even the people of 
the central empires will be cared 
for, although the alles cannot be 
expected to suffer great priyations 
for the sake of their enemtes. De- 
mobilization of armies and the re- 
patriation of soldiers, prisoners and 
exiles, including 150,000 Belgians in 
Great Britain, who are an xious*to 
Zo home, are other great tasks be- 
fore the conference. 

According to tonight’s reports the 
general election. in Great Britain, 
which Andrew Bonar Law, chancel- 
lor of the exchequer, is expected to 
announce tomorrow for December 7, 
will be postponed because the gov- 
ernment cannot have the election 
and the peace conference on its 
hands at the same time.

A MISTAKE. 

Now that the national election is | 
history, and the country is left) 
with governmental leadership to be 
divided on partisan lines, naturally 
public interest is centered in the 
causes that contributed to the loss 
of strength by the democrats and 
the corresponding gains by the re- 
‘publicans. 

The democratic leaders pitched 
their campaign, and very properly 
‘so, upon the broad principle of sup- 
porting the administration in time 
of war. 

Had they gone no farther than! 
that, the senfiment of the whole 
country being manifestly friendly 
to the president and his war poli- 
cies, as it undoubtedly was and is, 
it is probable that the democratic 
representation in congress would 
not have been diminished.

events in the world’s history, is 
bE little short of criminal! 
| The world, naturally, is tense 
with expectancy and yearning ai- 
ticipation of the coming of peace; 
-and when the word was sent out: 
' yesterday that peace had actually 
-come—that “the greatest war in 
history cfficiall; came to an end at

‘armistice had been _ definitely

Never in Connecticut's histpry 
were the schools so poorly off 
for teachers, and the fall open- 
ing in Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey is very discouraging.”

“is primarily with the shrink- 
age in the purchasing power of 
money, which always bears 
hardest on those of fixed in- 
come, and is felt first and most 
actutely by those whose fixed 
income is set at the margin of 
decent subsistence,. like teach- 
ers and clergymen.

Country Home for Soldiers} 


New Orleans, La., November 7.— 
(Special.)—Dr. Elwood Mead, spe- 
cial representative of Hon. Frank- 
lin K. Lane, secreatry of the inte- 
rior, beginning November 15 and 
ending November 20, will make a 
trip to the south, according to a 
wire received by the Southern Pine 
association from H. T. Cory, of 
Washington, who is in charge of 
investigation now being conducted 
in fourteen southern states to de- 
termine locations of tracts, and 
methods of operating home mainte- 
nance units for our fighting men. 
Dr. Mead will address state-wide 


.meetings to be held on dates to be 


later announced, at Memphis, Little 
Rock, Houston, New Orleans, Jack- 
son and Birmingham. 

Dr. Mead was selected by Secre- 
tary Lane to prepare legislative 
measures necessary to carry out his 
soldier and sailor program, and Dr. 
Mead’'s past achievements spell suc- 
cess of the movement. As chair- 
man of the water supply board, 
state of Victoria, Australia, and 
later as a member of the Closer 
Land Settlement commission, he re- 
wrote the irrigtation laws and as- 
sisted materially in shaping the 
adopted policies whereby vast acre- 
ages planted in grain were split up 
into home maintenance units, thus 
freeing the state from the “one- 
crop menace,” bringing about gen- 
eral farming and maintenance on 
the lands of a vastly greater popu- 
lation. Such was Dr. Mead’s suc- 
cess that the University of Califor- 
nia, desirous of bringing back t 
the United States a man of his 
achievements, created the depart- 
ment of rural institutions, which 
chair he accepted, and while occu- 
pying the same he was “drafted” by 
Secretary Lané into federal service.

WORK FOR PEACE 


Hon. Franklin K. Lane, chairman 
of the field division, wired yesterday 
Governor Dorsey, chairman of the 
Georgia Council of Defense, the fol- 
lowing: 

“We earnestly beg that you do not 
relax your efforts in the slightest 
degree on account of the possibility 
of an early armistice. Even if an 
early armistice should be concluded, 
this does not mean that the war is 
over and, in any case, the emergency 
will ‘not be over for a long time. 
Most of the work that you have been 
called on to perform must go on 
undiminished, and every man and 
woman in the council of defense sys- 
tem will stay on the job,” 

Judge Price Gilbert, chairman of 
the central committee of the coun- 
cil of defense, in referring to Secre- 
tary Lane's letter and following the 
news of the armistice, stated: 

‘The cessation of hostilities in a 
part of Europe will not slacken the 
duties imposed on the council, nor 
render less important the prompt 
and efficient accomplishment of the 
task imposed. 

“We have still our vast armies 
overseas; they will have to be kept 
there for many months, maybe years. 
We may be called upon to do many 
things yet unthought of in the na- 
tional war program. 3 

“It is more important than ever 
to have efficiency men composing 
the county councils and especially 
as chairmen,” is the statement of 
Judge Price Gilbert, chairman of the 
central committee, Georgia Council 
of Defense, in discussing the present 
vitally important obligations of the 
council as a government and patri- 
Otic institution.

In the meantime the legislature 
had enacted the bill drawn and in- 
troduced by Joe Hill Hall, provid- 
ing that the terms of all] statutory 
officers, immediately after’ the 
Passage and approval of the act, 
should begin on January 1. The 
statement has been made by Mr. 
Hall that he intended his bill to be

Being advanced in 
years, he had planned to retire to 
private life after one more year's 
service with the commission. In his 
Opinion, the questions now before 
the commission on account of the 
abnormal state of national and in- 
ternational affairs, would have be- 
gun to disappear by that time, and 
his retirement might have been eas- 
ily effected. 
Will Hold toe Rights. 
However, Judge Hillyer does not 
find himself inclined to the idea of: 
being legislated our of his positiun } 
and he has concluded, he stated 
Thursday, that he will hold to the 
constitutional rights which he be- 
lieves are his, and wnich will sup- 
port his contention that his term 
expires in December 1 of next vear. 
He has no intention of vacating his 
office on January 1, and should Mr.

A point of constitutionality will 
arise when quo warranto proceed- 
ings are instituted, which will call 
for further deliberation on the part 
of the courts.

A legislative provision requires 
that the title of any bill brought up 
for enactment by the two houses 
must contain the subject mater of 
the bill.

Nevertheless, it 
passed all required formalities at 
the time of its adoption, was signed 
hy the governor within the required 
time after its passage and was then 
placed among the 1918 acts as a law 
of Georgia. 
Position of Price. 
Mr. Price occupies the unique po- 
sition of being required by law, 
though he has not raised the point. 
io qualify for the position to which 
he was elected on the first day of 
next Jdnuaryv. When he entered the 
race for railroad commissioner the 
then existing law defined the term 
as beginning on December 1, 1919. 
lie had no desire to see that law 
amended or the present term short- 
ened, and he has not expressed such 
a desire since.the new act has been 
passed. At the same time if he does 
not comply with the provisions of 
this act his own status becomes 
complicated. 
No personal feeling seems to be 
connected with the. situation.

GERMANS GIVING 
GROUND EVERYWHERE. 


New York, November 7.—(By the 
Associated Press. From European | 

' Cables of the Day.)—Although emis- 

} gparies of Germany in search of an 
armistice are reported to have start- 
ed for France, there is as yet no 
official indication that they have 
reached the headquarters of Marshal 
Foch, the man in whose hands lies 
the absolute power of granting or 
denying to the last remaining com- 
batant of the entente allies the ces- 
gation of hostilities now so urgently 
requires. Meanwhile the great bat- 

tle which has as its purpose the 
driving of the Germans from French 

f and Belgian soil continues from the 
Meuse river to Belgium. Everywhere 
the Germans are giving ground, and 
rapidly the vast sack is being clear- | 
ed of enemy forces. 

Sedan, famous as a fortress in the 
Franco-Prussian war and the baok- 
bone of the German line of retreat 


from the southern portior of the 
battle front, is partly in the hands 
of the American troops, and with 
its fall will vanish all the dreams 
of the Germans of being able to fall 
behind the line of the river Meuse 
and hold a footing on French soil 
west of the Luxemburg border. Also 
by the capture of Sedan the lateral 
lines of communication with the 
great German fortress of Metz are 
cut or dominated by the guns of the 
Americans an dthus rendered un- 
available for enemy use. 


MANY TOWNS 
ARE LIBERATED. 


From the west of the American 
sector to the east of St. Quipntin 
the French again have driven for- 


ward, liberating many additional 
towns, villages and hamlets. At 
some points since Wednesday they 
have penetrated to a depth of ten 
miles, notwithstanding the heavy 
ground, due to rain end mud, and 
at last accounts were still pressing 
onward and meeting with only mod- 
erate resistance by machine gun 
rear guards. From the region of 
Origny the French guns are now 
dominating the important railway 
junction of Hjrson, which the ene- 
my must use in a retreat from the 
district east of St. quentin toward 
his frontier. The French now have 
thrown cavalry into tne action on 
the eastern end of their line where 
it connects up with General Per- 
shing’s front, and are driving the 
Germans toward the Meuse. 

In the north field Marshal Haig, 
north and south of the old Valen- 
ciennes salient, is giving the enemy 
no time for pause. The Canadian, 
Australian, English and _ Scottish 
troops of his commend have again 
bitten deeply into enemy nelid ter- 
ritory. 

Still farther north the armies of 
King Albert of Belgium are keen- 
ing up their pressure against the 
Germans. It is reported that it has 
been decided by the enemy toraban- 
don Ghent. 

Seemingly the days of the ene- 
my’s tenure of allied soil in the west 
are numbered. Although not by any 
means in rout, he is steadily falling 
back. In view of the gains that 
have been made by the French and 
Americans on the southern part of 
the battle line there appears to he 
no defensive lines on which he will 
be able to stand, except for delav- 
ing action, west of the famous forti- 
fied Rhine. 

That Germany at home considers 
the battle lost is indicated by in- 
ternal troubles. There have been 
demonstrations in Berlin: a muti- 
ny in the fleet at Kiel has taken 
Place; there has been rioting in 
Hamburg, where heavy fighting in 
the streets is reported: strikes have 
broken out at Cuxhaven and Wiil- 
helmshaven and the greater part of 
Schleswig is said to be in the hands 
of revolutionaries. 


GERMANS ABANDON 
GHENT TO ALLIES: 
AMERICANS AIDING 


On the Battle Front in Belgium, 


Tuesday, November 5.—Night.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—A wireless 
dispatch was received this afternoon 
at the headquarters of General Beau- 
rains from the Germans saving they 
had decided to abandon Ghent ana 
asking the Belgians not to fire on 
the suburbs of the town where white 
flags were raised. 

American troons from Ohio, under 
the command of General Farnsworth, 
played a great part in the relief of 
the city by an attack on the Eecke 
salient, sixteen miles southwest of 
Ghent, which was taken by storm 
vesterday. Their losses were com- 
paratively light. 


PEACE REPORTS 
FAIL TO SLOW UP 
AMERICAN TROOPS 


With the American Army on the 
Sedan Front, November 7, 6:30 p. m. 
(By the Associated Press.) — The 
matter of peace negotiations failed 
to slow down in the slightest de- 
gree the operations along the front 
today. The news that Germany has 
taken definite steps to secure an 
armistice reached advanced head- 
quarters, but was not accompanied 
by any orders affecting the biz 
drive now in progress, and it is 
expected that the American line will 
he carried forward without pause. 

With that part of Sedan resting 
on the western bank of the river 
occupied, the American army is con- 


solidating its positions and prepar- 
ing for a further advance. 

Vilosnes, Sivry and Haraumont, 
to the south, and east of Dun-sur- 
Meuse, were among the places taken 
this morning. The American troops 
are in close touch with the line be- 
tween Inor and Martincourt, where 
the roadbed has been destroyed, the 
inaterial having been carried away 
to German positions On the heights 
beyond. To the south of this Rem- 
illy was captured. 

It is evident that the Germans are 
determined not to yield Sedan. un- 
less absolutely forced to do so. They 
have made big concentrations on 
the heights back of the city and in 
such places as can be defended both 
above and below on the river. Con- 
crete entrenchments near the city 
are strongly held, while all the 
woods and bridges in the neighbor- 
hood have either been destroyed or 
mined. 


RAIN AND MUD 
DOES NOT CHECK 
GERMAN REBREAT 


With the French Army in France, 
November 7.—4:30 p. m.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The persistent rain 
and deepening mud, although mak- 
ing communications more difficult. 
do not appear to have checked the 
pursuit of the Germans retreating 
toward the Belgian frontier. The

Subsequent operations may take 
on the character of a race between 
the armies in retreat and those in 
pursuit to Aix-la-Chapelle, as the 
American successes have made the 
line of the Meuse a most precarious 
refuge for the enemy. 


GENERAL PERSHING 
PAYS COMPLIMENT 
TO FRENCH VALOR 


Washington, November 7.—Geneér- 
al Pershing in receiving French 
newspaper correspondents on his 
headquarters train in the field re- 
cently said that French valor had 
become a model for the American 
soldiers, and that “noble emulation 
has borne its fruit,” according to an 
official dispatch today from Parie. 

“The American soldiers are aware 
of the sacrifices made by your 
country and of the stubborn hero- 
ism of your men,” General Pershing 
was quoted as having said. 

“French valor was for them a 
model, and they considered the 
French soldiers as elder brothers 
engaged in the great battle for lib- 
erty. 

“Today our men have in their 
turn shown that they are capable 
of the finest deeds. A noble emula- 
tion has borne its fruit. We feel 
the German, unable to prevent the 
methodical execution of our plans, 
giving way under our pressure. The 
excellent days we have just lived 
through are proof of this, and they 
certainly will not fail in hastening 
the end. 

“We Americans fee) proud in the 
great inter-allied army to have 
ziven our unreserved help and to 
strike daily blows on the enemy. 
We will continue to struggle for our 
common cause until the decision we 
want shall have been imposed on 
the enemy.” 


GERMANS NOT TO CARRY 
ARMS INTO HUNGARY 


3erne, November 7.—The German 
Field Marshal Mackensen on re- 
questing permission for his army 
to pass through Hungary from the 
Balkans to Germany was informed 
by the Hungarian government that 
the request would be granted on 
the condition that the troops lay 
down arms on entering Hungarian 
soil. The arms are to be forwarded 
to Germany later. 

A dispatch received here from 
Innsbruck says the Bavarain war 
minister has informed the Tyrol au- 
thorities that a considerable number 
of Bavarian troops would march to 
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the northern ‘Tgrol frontier as a 
guard. The minister added: 

“We come as friends, but will use 
force if we are resisted.” | 

The dispatch adds that it is un- | 
derstood that the Bavarian van- 
guard already has crossed the Bava- | 
rian frontier. 


CAPTURE OF SEDAN 
BIG ACHIEVEMENT, 
STATES MR. BAKER 


Washington, November 7.—The 
taking of Sedan by American troops 
is a “great military achievement,” 
Secretary Baker said today hen in- 
formed that detachments of Lieu- 
tenant General Liggett’s first army 
had entered the historic French 
city. 

“The news of the taking of Se- 
dan is very good hews,”’said Mr. Ba- 
ker. “It is a great military achieve- 
ment. At our last report the Ameri- 
cans were at a distance, I believe, 
of five or six miles from Sedan, in 
the most difficult country along the 
western front, except the flooded 
territory in Flanders. 

“The advance of Pershing’s army 
from September 28 to November 1, 
slow, difficult, in the face of tre- 
mendous opposition, and against the 
strongest kind of positions, and its 
consequent very much more rapid 
advance, including the taking of Se- 
dan, if that place actually has fall- 
en, is as fine a military achieve- 
ment in a limited area as has taken 
place in the war at any time.”

Copenhagen, November 7.—A re- 
volt has broken out in Hamburg, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from the cor- 
respondent of The Politiken at Van- 
drop.

GERMAN GARRISONS 
ON BALTIC DESERT. 


London, November 7.—A number 
of German garrisons on the south 
Baltic coast have deserted and are 
going to Kiel, says a Copenhagen 
dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph 
company. The red flag has been 
hoisted at Warnemunde, a seaport 
of northern Germany and the port 
of Rostock on the Baltic seaport. 


RED FLAG 
HOISTED IN KIEL. 


London, Wednesday, November 6. 


Members of the battieship Kaiser at 
Kiel have mutinied and hoisted the 
red flag. Officers attempting to de- 
fend the German flag were over- 
powered and two of them, including 
the commander, were killed. A 
number of others were wounded, ac- 
cording to The Cologne Gazette. 

Three companies of infantry were 
sent from Kiel to restore order. 
They immediately joined the revolu- 
tion and a fourth company was dis- 
armed. During last night Hussars 
sent to Kiel from Wandsbeck were 
encountered outside of Kiel by sail- 
ors armed with machine guns and 
forced them to turn back. 

The soldiers’ council has decided 
that officers must remain at their 
posts, but must obey the council, 
which controls all food supplies, 
Machine guns are mounted in the 
various parts of the city. Cuxhaven 
and Wilhelmshaven are quiet. 

An Amsterdam dispatch to the 
kixchange Telegraph company, says 
that two battleships, the Kaiser and 
the Schleswig-Holstein, were seized 
by the mutiniers and that twenty 
officers, including two captains, 
were killed. 

It is reported that the garrison at 
Kiel refused to march to the harbor 
and that the sailors threatened io 
blow up the battleship if attacked. 
They are defending the ships and 


refuse to return to their duties until 
a treaty of peace is signed. 

Admiral Souchon, governor of the 
port, having asked the mutineers 
what they wanted, has approved all 
their demands, including even their 
refusal to salute officers, it is said. 


MARINES, SOLDIERS, 
WORKMEN CONTROL. 


Kiel is governed by the mariners, 
soldiers’ and workers’ council. All 
the workshops have been occupied 
by red troops. The street car lines 
and railways are under the control 
of the workmen's council. There 
have been no disturbances. 

After a conference between Secre- 
tary of State Haussmann and Depu- 
ty Noske and the workmen's and 
soldiers’ councfl, the following proc- | 
lamation was issued: 

“Comrades: For the first time po- 
litical power is in the hands of the 
soldiers. Great work lies before 

g 


“But in order that its realization 
can take place the organiaztion of 
our movement was necessary. We 
have formed a council of workmen 
and soldiers and it wil] be responsi- 
ble for the preservation of order.” 

The following points were passed 
by the council: 

“First—Secretary Haussmann will 
take care that the demands of the 
soldiers and workmen’s council shall 
be forwarded to the reichstag. 

‘“‘Second—The immediate cessation 
of all military measures directed 
naan the movement of the coun- 
cil. 

“Third—The navy has been or- 
dered to leave the harbor. 

“Fourth—Military prisoners to t 
released.”’ 
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Amsterdam, Wednesday, Novem- 
ber 6—German newspapers an- 
nounce that State Secretary Hause- 
mann and Gustav Noske, socialist 
members of the reichstag, have been 
sent to Kiel by the government. 
Hugo Haase, leader of the socialist 
minority in the reichstag, and 
George Ledebour, leader of the so- 
cail democratic party, also are there 
to complete the formation of a lotal 
committee. 

The Kiel Zeitung in its issue of 
Wednesday said that the streets of 
the naval base were being guarded 
by soldiers, sailors and. striking 
workmen. No disorders had occur- 
red. Officers were being disarmed 
and arrested, while warrant and 
petty officers who did not join the 
movement, also were being dis- 
armed.

OF LAST FLIGHT 
MADE BY BURGIN 


A letter telling of the last flight 
of Lieutenant Van Hampton Burgi n, 
of Atlanta, attached to the Thir- 
teenth aero squadron, American ex- 
peditionary forces, and reported as 
“missing in action” since September 
26, has just been received by his 
mother, Mrs. F. A. Burgin, 231 Myr- 
tle street, Atlanta, 

The letter, which is dated October 
16, was signed by Captain Charles J. 
Biddle, commanding the squadron, 
It explains in detajl an air battle 
in which eleven allied machines, in- 
cluding Lieutenant Burgin’'s plane, 
were engaged. The conflict with 
Hun aeroplanes, it is stated, took 
place on September 26, in the Fla- 
bas region, north of Verdun. Lieu- 
tenant Burgin in some manner be- 
came separated by the patrol. Two 
German planes are known to have 
fallen, but as no allied machine was 
seen in descent, it is feared that the 
young officer has been taken pris- 
by the Germans, 

“IT have made most careful tin- 
quiries among the troops in the re- 
gion where the flight took place,” 
Captain Biddle’s letter states, “but 
have been unable to ascertain any- 
thing definite. The fact that no 
word has been received for more 
than two weeks does not at all ind}. 
cate that your son is not a prisoner. 
During my experiences at the front 
I have had a great many of my 
friends taken prisoner, and as a rule 
there has been no word of them for 
at least a month, and often not for 
three or four months. Full infor 
mation was at once sent to the Red 
Cross and an inquify is being made 
by them through their bureau inp 
Switterland.”

Americans Still Fighting. 


At 3:35 o’clock in Paris it was 
officially announced that four Ger- 
man officers bearing a white flag 
probably would arrive at Marsh::l 
Foch’s headquarters some time to- 
night. That anneuncement was one 
hour and thirty-five minutes after 
the hour reported as the end of the 
fighting, and Associated Press dis- 
patches filed with the American 
army on the Sedan front at 6:30 
o'clock tonight, showed that an hour 
and a half after the German com- 
missioner had been expected the 
troops still were fighting their way 
forward. This dispatch said clearly 
that the American army was con- 
solidating its positions and prepar- 
ing for a further advance. 

When it was 6:30 o,clock tonight 
in London ,the foreign office pro- 
nounced unfounded the rumor that 
the armistice had been signed and at 
that hour no word had been received 
in the British capital that the Ger- 
man delegation had crossed the 
French lines. ‘It should be borne 
in mind, that it was then four hours

No Word Yet. 


Tonight as the clocks in France 
were turning toward midnight 
there still was no word that the 
German commissioners had appear- 
ed at Marshal Foch’s headquarters 
and much less affixed their signa- 
ture to an armisfice. 

The hoax recalled to the public 
mind others which had fooled the 
country if not the world. One was 
the alleged discovery of human be- 
ings on the moon and the other was 
Dr. Cook's claim of discovery of the 
North Pole. 

A news hoax, however, more 
closely paralleling today’s was the 
one perpetrated on the country at 
the death of Pope Pius X. It was 
announced by the United Press 
some hours before it occurred, but 
as the dispatch did not specify the 
hour and minute a great achieve- 
ment in giving the news of the 
world was claimed. 

In the present instance, however, 
there will be abundant official evi- 
dence to guide the public. The ar- 
mistice being a historic document 
will bear the hour and minute eat 
which the signatures were set upon 
it, and the hour at which hostili- 
ties are to end likewise will be of- 
fiically recorded and announced tu 
the world. 


Everything Uncertain. 

No one, of course, can say with 
certainty when the armistice will 
be signed or when the fighting will 
stop. Official proof, however, and 


the hours rolling steadily onward 
are ample evidence that it was ot 


signed at 11 o’clock this morning 
and that the fighting did not stop 
at 2? o’clock this afternoon. 

Moreover, it never has been ex- 
pected that the terms of armistice 
on the western front might be ac- 
cepted at one brief meeting.
